A gentleman just from Memphis brings the 
following information: He represents Mem- 
phis as in a state of agitation and terror. The 
fair grounds are used for camps. Eyery one 
capable of bearing arms is being impressed 
into the service. Men are even dragged from 
their beds. 

The proclamation of the Mayor, in regard 
to burning the city, has no Influence. A me 
jority of the Aldermen, in connection with 
leading military officers, decided, at meeting 
held a fortnight ago, to burn the city +. hen 
they evacuate, In spite of the Mayor. 

There are no fortifications at Memphis. 

The news of the battic at Pea Ridge caused 
great depressivn. 

Federal gunboats are expected dally. Two 
bundred and five Union prisoners are in the 
city, who are made victims of much abuse at 
the hands of the guards. Oye of them was 
shot at for looking out of a window, 

Three guaboats are under way at Mem- 
phis, but it will take a long time to finish 
them. 

At Randolph only four guns are mounted. 
At Fort Pillow, however, there is a strong for- 
tification, mounting twenty-ive 61-ponaders 
and thirty 2s-pounders. There are about 3600 
troops there. At Union City there are only 
450 trooya. 

Generals Beauregard, Cheatham, Polk and 
Clark went to Corinth, Mississippi, a fortnight 
ago. The rebels have a force of 98,000 men 
there, and expect to make a stand either at 
Corinth or Bethel. It was the general impres- 
sion that this battle would be the decisive one 
of the campaign, and that the fortunes of the 
South would hinge upor its result. 

At Memphis and at other large 


feelisg, and southern papers do not represent 
the feellngs of the mass of the people, as 
they, as well as everything else, are under the 
control of politicians and the military. 

At New Orleans, 13 gunboats are on the 
ways to be plated with railroad iron. 

Fort Pike is reported to be in our posses- 
sion, and it was a mere temporary structure, 
mounting ouly three or four guns.

Marbor Defense. 
The bad seare of the Merrimac has stima- 
lated immense activity in discussion of means 


for the defense of New York harbor. Three’ 


plans, got up for the exigency, bave already 
been submitted to the special comslttee of 
thé Chamber of Commerce. The first isa raft 
of unhewn logs and trees, fastened together 
by Immense chains, and ready to be anchored 
in the ship’s channel at six hours’ notice. 
The second is more »mbitious in its alms, and 
provides for a series of boats or scows, with 
long, sharp iron prongs of great strength pro- 


jecting outwards at an angle of about forty- | 


five degrees, the whole to be sunk with stone 
in the channel, and made Invisible to the hos- 
tile voyager. The prongs are of different 
lengths, rising like a pair of stairs towards the 
stern of the sunken scow, so that if a yesse; 
miss one of them she is quite sure to be 
caught on apother—in the opinion of the in- 
ventor. The third pian is for something 
offensive. It ie a long and narrow vessel, 
wedge shaped at cach end, and propelled by 
powerful engines—in short one of the “ ram"’ 
family, capabie, it is claimed, of butting a hole 
in the strongest iron battery afloat. 


The reports made at the enli of 
each quarter Surgeon General comprise 
returns from 257 regiments. From these 
data it would appear tbat in each of the regi- 
ments represented there were, during the last 
quarter of 1861, on an average twelve deaths, 
ora monthly average of four deaths to each 
regiment. If five hundred regiments be 
taken as the entire number of the field, ac- 
cording to these official data, the number of 
deaths in the army for each month of the last 
quarter-year must have been two thousand, 
These rates, however, should be scomewhat re- 
duced, on account of deaths occurring in gen- 
eral hospitals from other regiments, and ia- 
cluded in ihe returns for the quarter. If the 
number of regiments in the service was during 
that period not less than six hundred and 
sixty, as would appear from Secretary Cam- 
eron’s figures in his late annual report, the 
monthly number of deaths, estimated at the 
above rates, would be 2,640.

Chicage Historical Society. 

The monthly meeting of the Society was 
held March 18th, W. L. Newberry, Eeq., pre- 
siding. The collections for the mouth amoant-

Dr. C. G. Smith contributed a pumerous col- 
lection of Indian portraits and photographs, 
Lieut. Redfield an unfinished rifte taken at the 
late occupation ef Nashville by the Federal 
forces, and Mr. J. Lembké of “‘ Taylor's Bat- 
” a book found by him at Dover, on the 
day of the surrender of Fort Donelson. 
sides the reading of numerons Iectters, an in- 
teresting eketch of the histoTty of Fort Dear- 
born, prepared by Mr. J. Grant Wilson, was 
read by that gentleman. It commenced with 
a notice of the first fort, erected probably by 
Durantege, in the 17th century; but was 
chiefly devoted to a history of the modern 
fort, constructed ia 1803, and rebuilt in 1816;
